THE OPIUM RUMORS 


The rift between China and the Soviet Union has wi- 
dened as China bitterly accused Moscow for spreading the 
opium rumors. 


The rumors have been around for a long time. IThe 
Communists charged that the defeated Nationalist soldiers 
were engaging in drug traffic on the borders of northern， 
Burma and Thailand. The Nationalists charged that the 
Communists were Supporting world revolution with the 
profit from opium sales. 


Chinese the world over remember the painful lesson 
of history well: how:opium was introduced to the Chinese 
and how a proud nation was reduced to the status of a 
mere colony. There ls no denying that a few Chinese have 
been caught engaging in drug traffic. However it would 
be most difficult for one to fnd a Chinese government， 
be it Peking or Taipei, profiting 位 om the gowth or the 
sales of opium. 

So far we have not seen any official document from 
the U.S. or the world narcotics agencies linking the Chinese 
government with opium. An Associated Press release dated 
June 6, 1972 reported that General Lewis W.Walt， who was 
investigating narcotics for the Unite States Senate, said he 
had found no evidence that China ls involved in the illegal 
drug traffic to the United States. 

As Chinese-Aimericans, we Support any effort， either 
initiated by the Chinese government or some international 
agency， to investigate the drug Situation in Southeastern 
Asia. Cooperation from the Chinese govermnment to open 
their border areas to a visiting team would end much of the 
rumors. We know that any opium rumors relating to China 
would hurt all Chinese, Chinese-American included. We call 
on Chinese of all shades of Politicalleanings to curb their 
Propaganda on opium. We also call on Chinese-Americans 
to be alert to these ugly rumors and stop them. 

The Chinese was poisoned by opium once. We would 
not want it to happen again. Let's end thlis hideous drug 
traffic as well as these slanderous rumors.

TAIPEI BANS MOVIES 
OF SEX AND VIOLENCE 


TAIPEI 一 The Cultural Bureau 
of the Ministry of Education here 
has banned the filming and show- 
ing of movies containing too much 
violence or sex,. The ban went into 
effect January 3. 

In announcing the ban，Paul 
Wang，director of the _ Cultural 
Bureau，noted that during recent 
years，Some local movie producers 
under the influence of imported 
movies，have turmed increasingly 
to putting out movies of excessive 
Violence or Sex for box office 
appeal.“This trend has not only 
affected the minds of the young 
but also_ damaged the _ cultural 
image of the nation， he said. 

The Cultural Bureau, in conjunc- 
tion with other government agen- 
cies concerned，is_ determined to 
see to it that no such movies are 
filmed in or imnported to Taiwan， 
he said. 

To thoroughly carry out the Im- 

plementation Rules Governing the 
Screening of Motion Pictures，he 
added，the _ Cultural Bureau and 
other government agencies con- 
cerned will step up their spot in- 
spection activities so that no such 
movijes _ are shown in theaters 
across the nation. Violators will be 
punished commensurate with their 
offenses. 
The Cultural Bureau ordered at 
the same time that all movies with 
Scenes of violence and sexual inti- 
Iacy that have already been Pro- 
duced or imported should be sub- 
mitted to the bureau for screening 
within a week.

HONG KONG 一 Agroup of 
college Professors who used to 
Imeet here every Sunday at a 
breakfast gathering to discuss sole- 
]y academic subjects are now turn- 
ing to watching the “goldfish 
bowl，”imeaning the study of the 
local stockmarket，which brought 
Profits to thousands of people. 

Not only teachers but people in 
al walks of life are buying and 
selling in the stock exchange， 
which has been on the upward 
trend for a year and a half. 

A prediction a year ago was that 
the market would make a down- 
ward turn Or even crash，but，on 
the contrary，it has since con- 
tinued to soar out of all propor- 
tion and brought profits to buyers-. 

College teachers look to their 
colleagues teaching economics and 
business administration for some 
guidelines for these deals. Those ip 
Private colleges want to make 
extra Inoney to Supplement their 
Imeager salaries. 

The well-paid teachers in govern- 
ment and subsidqized secondary 
schools chat in the common rooms 
(lounges) about nothing except 
what shares are good for long- 
Iange investments or for short- 
term profits.

When I was in Tientsin in June 
a new revolutionary opera,“The 
Song of the Dragon River， was 
being performed. It tells the story 
of two neighboring communes; 
one is small but fertile, the other 
large and arid.The need for a huge 
irrigation dam is obvious，but t 
would mean the permanent flood- 
ing of parts of the rich commune. 

At its close, the contradiction is 
resolved in favor of the greatest 
good for all the people: Familiar 
as the plot looks,，the opera raises 
a very significant point. No one in 
the audience could possibly miss 


it. In dialogue and in music，we: 


WwWere forced to ask ourselves 3 
simple question: in our everyday 
ife and actions，For whom do we 
live and work? 

Chairman Mao said, “The ques- 
tion of For whom?” is aquestion 
of principfe.” During my four: 
week stay，I found the question 
uppermost in China in the minds 
of practically everyone I encoun- 
tered. 


KAOHSIUNG LEADS 
IN SHIPBREAKING 


KAOHSIUNG ，Taiwan 一 术 ao- 
hsiung shipbreakers lead the world 
in scrapping of obsolete vessels in 
HI971，according to Lloyds of 
London. Lloyd'”s report said that 
the Kaohsiung shipbreakers broke 
1,471,263 tons of ships. Spain 
ranked second，followed by the 
United States，Italy and Yugo- 
slavVia。 


Such was the case with the 
workers of the Hangchow Silk 
Weaving Factory. During the Cul- 
tural Revolution the _ plant had 
been renatned The East Is Red 
Factory。 Now the original name 
has been restored. On my inquiry， 
a cadre first acknowledged the 
necessity of the Cultural Revolu- 
tion，and then said,“We go back 
to _ the original name because we 
all.think it better serves the PurT- 
pose of our factory: to produce 
more and better silk，and to meet 
the needs of the market, here and 
abroad.” 

Apparently the categorical way 
of dividing life into the oldq and 
the new has yielded to the more 
flexible and dynamic critique of 
“For Whom?” 

YU FEI TOMB 

Such logic is applied to the treat- 
ment of traditional objects and 
Places. Despite physical damages 
during the Cultural Revolution to 
notable historical sites, mmany were 
Preserved and others have been 
restored.， An example in Hang- 
chow is the Yu Fei Tomb. Yu Fei， 
a famous Sung Dynasty arrmmy gen- 
eral， accepted without Protest 
execution by the emmperor. He was 
subsequently raised to the level of 


foK deity by traditiomaf historiams 
for his loyalty and military genius， 
His tomb becamea popular shrine. 
This judgment was later criticized 
by Marxist historians who attacked 
him for blind loyalty. 

In short，YuU Fei was no more 
than a bourgeois nationalist who 
at best had only a sentimental 
feeling for the proletariat，Given 
the _ atmosphere of the Cultural 
Revolution， it is understandable 
why his tomb should become 3 
target of attack. It represents SO 
much the oppressive values of the 
old way. This judgment has not 
changed. 

But when TI was there, the tomb 
was in good shape, and visited by 
groups of students. It is no longer 
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considered a shrine，but has be- 
come officially an 卫 ducational 
Center on Class Struggles compjlete 
with lectures on the misplaced 
Priorities of the general. The cadre 
who -went with: me commented， 
“We are putting the place to good 
use for the benefit'of the young.” 

Incidentally，an equally famous 
old tomb nearby, that of a courte- 
san; has beem allowed to disappear. 
Perhaps，when someone posed the 
question of “For whom?”in de- 
ciding on this site，the answer 
turned out to be“for no one.” 

As amatter of fact, this was pre- 
cisely the case when TI asked in 
Peking why the authorities did not 
excavate all thirteen of the recent- 
ly discovered imperial tomb sites， 
or Tepair the entire length of the 
Great _ Wall. The answer，on both 
occasions，bluntly and rather in- 
nocentiy，was“What for?” 

FOR THE PEOPLE 

So far I have deliberately avoid- 
ed answering the question under 
discussion,，“For whom?” To 
most，the answer is obvious:“for 
the _ people.”True to their own 
beliefs,， the actors of the “Song of 
the _ Dragon River”“'perform for 
the masses of workers，Ppeasants 
and soljdiers” announced a strong 
young worman at the rise of the 
curtain. But the question of “For 
whom?”is not taken casually. To 
some of the people I encountered 
during the trip，the question is 
taken as an jnvaluable tool for 
setting priorities and opening new 
possibjlities， providing in the long 
run for a more free and compas- 
sionate way of life. 

At the Evergreen Commune near 
Peking I was taken to visit a num- 
ber of small workshops， It has 
become quite common for com- 
munes to _ run industrial opera- 
tions. I took time out to read the 
billboards， learning from them 
that at _ one time there was a TOW 
between the workshops and cer- 
tain agricultural production teams 
over the alocation of manpower. 


Upon inquiry，I was teld that 
the row was resolved by the politi- 
cal cadre posing to the quarreling 
groups the ,question of， ”For 
whom?”

At one corner was painted 
a_ slogan: “Technology for the 
People It meant, so far as I could 
tell，providing simple leaflets on 
technology applicable to the needs 
and resources of an average corm- 
mune. There was one, for jinstance， 
on how to move a tall chimney 
without having to break it down. 
There was one on how to deepen 
a_river，with special emphasis on 
man-hour calculation, and another 
on the plotting of economical 
truck routes- 

These leaflets are not simplistic 
five-steps-to-success type of advice- 
giving literature. They aim towards 
the _ building up of general princi- 
ples with local variables in a clear 
and intelligent manner. Simple as 
these jleaflets are，they demand 
concentration and discussion on， 
the part of their users. 

lt is _ obvious that these efforts 
are Imade to prevent technology 
from becoming the Imonopoly of 
an elite，and instead，add 让 “to 
the heritage of the peasants." Such 
is the dynamism of the question， 
“For whom?”Not only does it 
result in new ceoncrete models， 
such as these technological leaf- 
lets，the barefoot doctors，or the 
'policy to integrate educated youth 
with the peasants and workers; 让 
also provides room for grassroots 
Participation and iriitiative, admit- 
tedly within a strict framework.
